St. Paul. April 21.—An experiment 
that may revolutionize the iron ancl 
steel industry of the country was suc­ 
cessfully made at the plant of the 
Valley iron works. 
Titanic iron ore, 
of which there are billions of tons in 
Northern Minnesota, was smeltered 1 t 
an ordinary cupola and turned out 
pig iron* which jK>lished up like stepl 
and which, according to those inter­ 
ested in the experiment, i» better than 
tho finest Bessemer steel 
While the hard and soft iron ore 
mines of St. 1 ouis county have been 
turning out millions of tons annually 
for years, fart her north there are gi 
gantie beds of iron, which, because 
of the presence of titanium, making 
i 
refactory, have received but little 
attention, although their existence is 
generally Kn >wn. 
It has been com­ 
monly beli?ved that sooner or later 
it will ho necessary to use this ore 
because of !he rapid dwindling of the 
supply “ f hard or»* necessary to bring 
the soft or'' up to Bessemer grade, 
and that before that time a process 
would be iiscovered by which this 
apparently 
valueless «>re could he 
used. 
Frank Johnson, of St. Paul, claims 
to have discovered such a process, 
and in the presence of a delegation of 
Duluth men Interested in mining Mr. 
Johnson conducted a successful dem­ 
onstration of the discovery. 
\ prom­ 
inent chemist and assayor. who was 
present, gave it as his opinion that 
this ore could now Tie smeltered as 
cheaply as hematite 
Aside from the solving of the ques­ 
tion of how to smelt this refactorv 
ore. It is said that it produces a steel 
better than Bessemer, because with 
one-third the weight the same tensile 
strength is secured.
